DRIVE GERMANS BACK 
NORTH OF PARIS ANO 
TAKE 450 PRISONERS

French troops hit the German line a smashing b low 
early this morning in the area directly north of Paris, 
where the Germans were stopped after five days’ fighting 
in their thrust toward the capital in their last and least- 
successful of all their 19 18 offensives, ab out a month ago. 
The attack was delivered along a two and one-half 
mile front and at some points the French pushed the Ger­ 
mans’ positions b ack to a depth of a mile. Two farms were 
captured and a counter attack delivered against one of 
them was repulsed. 
Some 450 prisoners, including 14 officers, were taken. 
The area chosen for the attack was just south of the 
Matz river region, northwest of the Compiegne forest on 
the front b etween Montdidier and the Oise. Points of the 
German wedge projected here in the neighb orhood and it 
was just west of this town, astride the Compiegne road, 
that the French drove in, taking valuab le ground on b oth 
sides of the highway. 
The attacking forces were assisted b y tanks. 
Apparently all of the terrain gained has b een main­ 
tained intact. 
There has b een considerab le artillery lighting and 
raiding along this front for the past lew days, b ut this 
mornu.g’s was the first infantry operation of note which 
has occurred there since the Gormans’ June offensive was 
crushed on the Matz. 
The new advance serves to still further protect the 
important railway junction of Estrees-St. Denis, seven 
miles southwest of Antheuil. 
Further southwest along the line the French contin­ 
ued to develop their success b y gaining additional giound 
along the Marne front east of Retz b y forcing the Ger­ 
mans b ack in the vicinity ol Chavigny farm. 
On the British front only raiding operations are re­ 


ported. 
The Germans, however, apparently contemplate fu r­ 
ther effort to regain the position recently taken b y the 
Australians with American aid in the Amiens area south 
of the Somme. Germ n guns were active last night on the 
British lines in this Sv * .o r. 
The French w ar ( ffice reports considerab le artillery 
activity west and north of Chateau Thierry on the Marne 
front. It is in this sector that the Americans on this front 
hold several miles of the line.

CUSTOM FOR CUSTOM’S SAKE 


English Chu rch Au thorities Continu e 
to Distribu te Coins, Thou gh Rea­ 
son fo r Doing So Is Forgotten. 


In accordance with ancient cu stom, 
six-penny pieces were distribu ted on 
Good Friday in the chu rchyard of St. 
Bartholomew-the-Great, West Smith- 
field, to 21 widows resident in the par­ 
ish of St. Bartholomew. 
The coins 
were dropped 
,n one of the flat 
tombstones by Corporal W. II. Irons, 
R. E. (u nder chu rch warden), and the 
widows, 
whose 
ages 
ranged 
from 
eighty-five to sixty, were requ ired to 
pick them u p. Concerning the origin 
of the cu stom, nothing is definitely 
known. 
Until Mr. Bu tterwo rth, some 
thirty years ago, invested a su m of 
money su fficient to assu re what was 
needed to continu e the cu stom on 
Good Fridays, the distribu tion was in 
danger of being discontinu ed, inas­ 
mu ch as there was no fu nd from 
which the money was su pplied. Until I 
then the expense was borne by the 
chu rch wardens. 
The nave of the 
chu rch once stood u pon the spot w here 
the money is now distribu ted, bu t was 
destroyed at the time of the dissolu ­ 
tion of the monasteries. 
Mr. Depu ty ’ 
Tu rner, who died last year, had con­ 
du cted the ceremony fo r 20 years.— J 
London Morning Post.

The antiqu ity su g­ 
gested is far greater than that of the 
Eu ropean ancient sku lls, and, instead 
of being descendants of the anthropoid 
apes, the hu man race is shown to have 
been so highly developed as to have 
boats and doin sticated dogs before the 
apes appeared. 
This sku ll, distinctly 
hu man and highly mineralized, was in 
a stratu m with extinct pou ched ani­ 
mals. Bones of dingo dogs were fou nd 
in a similar dratu m, and with them 
bones of extin-1 pou ched animals that 
bad been gnawed by the dogs. 
Oniy 
pou ched animals were known in Au s­ 
tralia at th< time of Captain Cook. 
Au stralia has been an island since 
pou ched animals were evolved, and it 
is argu ed that the Taigai man mu st 
have come in a boat with his family 
and dogs.

The prevailing westerly winds 
co ntinu e picking u p the su rface parti­ 
cles fro m the westward slo pe, where 
they are again depo sited, and the en­ 
tire ridge by this means alo ne mo ves 
gradu ally Inward.

Measu ring Tho u ght.

The time taken u p 
in cho o sing a mo tio n can be measu red 
as well as the time o ccu pied in per­ 
ceiving.

The little Island o f Zanzibar is o ne 
o f the mo st pictu resqu e places in Af­ 
rica—o ne o f the few places o f the 
dark co ntinent that is pictu resqu e at 
o il. 
That is becau se it is an o ld, 
histo ric island, with traces o f van­ 
ished peo ples, accretio ns o f o ld cu s­ 
to ms, memo rials o f fo rgo tten events. 
The greater part o f Africa is primi­ 
tive, natu re in a state o f natu re, and 
natu re is magnificent, beau tifu l awe­ 
inspiring, terrifying, bu t rarely pic­ 
tu resqu e. 
The latter is a characteri­ 
zatio n o f the wo rks o f mu n, which 
co mes to them with time. The frame 
is what makes the pictu re, and it is 
o nly man who bu ilds frames. 
The narro w streets o f Zanzibar, the 
massive cu rven do o rways, the stern 
o ld ho u ses, the time-wo rn markets, the 
cro o ked, mysterio u s alleyways, 
the 
rio t o f co lo r and the babel o f to ngu es, 
tho still heat that thro ws o ver it all an 
Illu sio n o f vagu eness like a play seen 
o n the stage, make a pictu re thu t will 
remain fresh in the memo ry fo r years. 
The island is set like a flu ted emerald 
in a green sea, with a still blu e sky 
bu rning changeless o verhead. 
In the 
past Zanzibar was the ho me o f all the 
wo nder and cru elty o f the East, set­ 
tled and harried by the Arab and Mo s­ 
lem traders fro m Egypt and Tu rkey. 
To day it is a British pro tecto rate, 
with a figu rehead su ltan, who spends 
mu ch o f his time and mo ney in Eu ro ­ 
pean travel. 


FIRST NAVAL TRAINING POST 


Was Established 
at Bo sto n, Largely 
Thro u gh 
Effo rts o f Co mmo do re 
William Bainbridge. 


The first naval scho o l In the United 
States was established at the o ld Bo s­ 
to n navy yard mo re than a centu ry 
ago , tho fo u nder being Co mmo do re 
Bainbridge, who is kno wn as the “Fa­ 
ther o f American Naval Co nstru ctio n,” 
and who was bo rn in Princeto n, N. J. 
Bainbridge 
was 
captu red 
by 
the 
French in 1798, du ring the naval co n­ 
flicts between that co u ntry and the 
United States, and in 3802 he was 
held a priso ner fo r nine mo nths by 
the Tripo litan pirates. 
He fo u ght gallantly in the last war 
between America and England, and 
after its co nclu sio n indu ced the Wash­ 
ingto n au tho rities to o pen a training 
scho o l fo r o fficers at Bo sto n. In 1840, 
so me years after the death o f the 
fo u nder o f American naval edu catio n, 
a naval scho o l was o pened in tlie o ld 
naval asylu m in Philadelphia, and hero 
fo r a few years the midshipmen o f 
the repu blic were instru cted in the 
arts o f warfare o n the sea. The plan 
was so su ccessfu l that it was decided 
to o pen a permanent naval academy. 
Annapo lis, Md„ was cho sen as the site 
o f the scho o l and there the present 
United States Naval academy was 
fo rmally o pened. 


Mo u nt Sinai Disfigu red by All So rts o f 
Markings o f Spo ts That Christians 
Ho ld Sacred. 


Ho mu st be an u nimaginative man, 
whatever his creed, who can ascend 
Sinai witho u t a thrill o f reverence. 
Here was given the law? that Is in­ 
scribed o n the co u ntless tablets o f 
half a wo rld, the maxims that have 
ru led mu ch o f the lives o f billio ns o f 
men and wo men fo r tho u sands o f 
years. 
The barren grandeu r o f the 
peaks, the ro cky difficu lty o f the as­ 
cent, are pitched in the pro per key. 
Unfo rtu nately, the Mo slem ru lers o f 
the regio n have clu ttered u p the 
neighbo rho o d o f the mo u nt itself with 
all manner o f childish legends and 
“au thentic” relics. 
Orientally to ler­ 
ant, they have no t o nly accepted the 
Jewish traditio ns o f the spo t, which 
have beco me n part o f their great ri­ 
val religio n, Christianity; they have 
added to them and o verlaid them with 
all manner o f cru de su perstitio n. 
Thu s they will sho w' yo u the very 
ro ck where the children o f Israel set 
u p the go lden calf, and ano ther co m­ 
mo nplace bo wlder which is gu aranteed 
to be the o ne smitten by Mo ses when 
the wandering Hebrews were thirsty. 
Exhibit C is the ro ck o n which Mo ses 
bro ke the first tablets in his anger. 
Then there is a garden with a chap­ 
el, inclo sing the spo t where Elijah was 
fed by the ravens. A seco nd chapel in 
the garden is sacred to Mo ses. 
Near 
by is a Mo slem relic in the shape o f u 
ro ck which bears the fo o tprint o f Mo ­ 
hammed’s camel, a so rt o f a legendary 
fo ssil. Even in a Christian mo nastery 
this so mewhat primitive insistence o n 
marking the co ncrete spo t where re­ 
ligio u s histo ry was made seems to per­ 
sist, fo r yo u will be sho wn an altu r 
which is said to be erected o ver the 
site o f the bu rning bu sh. 


Bu lb Cu ltu re Once a Craze. 
Bu lb cu ltu re in Eu ro pe has had a 
particu larly interesting histo ry. 
The 
tu lip, fo r instance, has been po pu lar 
In Eu ro pean gardens fo r abo u t three 
centu ries, and prio r to that time it 
was cu ltivated fo r many centu ries by 
the Tu rks. Near the clo se o f the six­ 
teenth centu ry the tu lip was intro ­ 
du ced into Ho lland and the po pu larity 
o f the plant increased so rapidly that 
by 1034 it had beco me a craze. Fo r a 
nu mber o f years the wildest specu la­ 
tio n prevailed in tu lips and eno rmo u s 
prices were paid fo r rare bu lbs. Fivo 
hu ndred do llars was no t an u nu su al 
amo u nt to pay fo r a cho ice tu lip, 
and 
su ch bu lbs as the famo u s Semper Au ­ 
gu stu s 
bro u ght 
mo re 
than 
$5,000 
apiece.

Eccentric peo ple o ften co nceal su ms

Women have been forbidden on sev­ 
eral Islands ruled by the Catholic 
clerg y. 
One of the most famous of 
these is Iona of Icolmklll, called also 
I or Ily, a small island of the inner 
Hebrides, nine 
miles southeast of 
StnfTa, and separated from the island 
of Mull by a channel one and a q uar­ 
ter of a rnlie wide, called the sound of 
Ioe of Icolmklll; it is in Arg yleshire, 
and has a population of about three 
hundred, whose only occupations are 
fishing and raising black cattle on the 
bleak moors. From earliest times the 
Island has been accounted holy and it 
is still known to the Hig hlanders as 
* Eilean nah Druinech—the Sacred Isle 
of the Druids, for whose rites it was 
the chief seat. 
In 563 Conal Christian, king of the 
Northern Scots, g ranted it to St. Co- 
t lornbo. 
Brude, king of Piets, con­ 
firmed the g ift upon being converted. 
Colomba built a chapel and n hospice : 
of wicker and mud thatched with 
heather among the 300 g ray Druidical 
monoliths, on which rnde crosses were 
sculptured by early converts.

was such that he forbade even the 
keeping of cows on the island, for, he 
said, “where there is a cow there must j 
be a female, and where there is a fe­ 
male there must be mischief."

Functions of Marrow. 
A writer in the London Lancet sug ­ 
g ests that marrow' has a twofold func­ 
tion, not only to nourish the bone, but 
to supply a most important internal 
secretion. As bearing this out, he cites 
the mortality of 98 per cent in “pri­ 
mary” cases of amputation hig h up the 
thig h when the patient is in the prime 
of life, with “secondary” oases in 
which the mortality is only 60 per cent. 
In the secondary cases, where a dis­ 
eased condition has existed for some 
time, there is less shock, according to 
the writer, because the system has be­ 
come g radually accustomed to g etting 
along without the marrow in the thig h 
bone, which contains one-sixth of the 
total amount iu all the bcucs.
